Jewish  Worship  in  Wartime  Berlin 
by  Rabbi  David  H.  Lincoln 

On  Thursday,  June  30,  1994,  a  group  of  rabbis 
representing  the  New  York  Board  of  Rabbis 
assembled  in  Gednkstatte  Haus  Der  Wannsee 
Konferentz  and  were  addressed  by  the  deputy 
director  Ms.  Annegret  Ehmann.  During  the  ques¬ 
tion  and  answer  period,  I  engaged  this  most 
knowledgeable  expert  in  a  conversation  regard¬ 
ing  the  fate  of  other  ethnic  groups  and  suggested 
to  her  that  every  single  Jew  was  destined  for 
extermination.  She  surprisingly  answered  that 
there  were  in  Berlin  a  number  of  “protected 
Jews,”  mostly  intermarried  and,  furthermore, 
there  was  a  rabbi  within  this  category  who  even 
conducted  services  throughout  the  war!  She  fur¬ 
ther  informed  me  that  he  had  written  some  mem¬ 
oirs  in  the  former  German  Democratic  Republic 
entitled,  “Das  Licht  Verloschte  Nicht,”  in  which 
he  recalled  those  awful  years. 

The  full  story  of  Rabbi  Martin  Riesenburger 
(1896-1965)  is  still  to  be  researched.  But  it 
appears  that  he  had  been  a  minor  religious  func¬ 
tionary  (Prediger)  who  had  from  the  time  of  the 
Nazi  take-over  in  1933  become  the  spiritual 
leader  of  the  Old  Age  Home  on  the  Hamburger 
Strasse.  After  the  war  he  had  thrown  in  his  lot 
with  the  Communist  Government  in  the  G.D.R. 
and  was  effectively  the  Chief  Rabbi  of  the  coun¬ 
try,  conducting  services  at  the  still  functioning 
Rykerstrasse  Synagogue  in  the  eastern  zone. 

The  amazing  story  of  his  attempt  to  maintain 
some  religious  Jewish  life  during  the  war  in  the 
capital  of  Nazi  Germany  is  not  easy  to  come  by. 
Attempts  are  being  made  to  interview  survivors 
of  that  period  and  more  light  may  be  shed  on  this 
fascinating  subject  in  the  future.  Nevertheless, 
my  reading  of  Rabbi  Riesenburger’s  book  and 
the  various  testimonies  sent  to  me  by  the 
archivists  of  the  Yad  Vashem  in  Jerusalem  have 


enabled  me  to  put  together  the  following  story. 

With  the  outbreak  of  war  in  1939,  some  sem¬ 
blance  of  a  community  still  existed.  An  old  office 
building  housing  the  community  archives,  the 
Jewish  hospital  where  the  sick  were  nursed  until 
strong  enough  to  be  deported,  and  the 
Wiessensee  Cemetery  were  all  functioning. 
There  was  a  school  for  Jewish  children  which 
closed  in  1942  and  after  the  closing  of  that 
school,  the  youngsters  from  the  age  of  twelve 
and  older  were  sent  to  do  physical  work. 

During  the  “Great  Action”  of  1943,  most  of  the 
surviving  Jews  were  caught  in  the  net.  But  still  a 
few  remained  scattered  throughout  the  city.  The 
confusion  brought  on  by  this  sudden  “action” 
aggravated  a  major  headache  for  the  people  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  “final  solution.”  Mixed  mar¬ 
riages,  the  majority  of  which  were  Jewish  men 
married  to  non-Jewish  women,  but  representing 
also  Jewish  wives  of  non-Jewish  husbands,  were 
to  be  found  in  all  strata  of  the  population  in  the 
metropolis  and  had  reached  into  the  highest 
ranks  of  the  society.  Army,  police,  and  even 
Gestapo  officers  were  heard  of  having  some 
nephew  or  brother-in-law;  famous  writers  and 
actors  turned  out  to  be  “Judische  Versippt.”  From 
the  very  beginning,  these  disturbing  facts  proved 


exceedingly  annoying  to  the  authorities,  as  most 
of  the  non-Jewish  partners  refused  to  divorce 
their  unfavored  husbands  or  wives.  After  n 
debate  and  angry  recriminations,  many  of  v..~ 
intermarried  were  left  alone. 

Of  course,  as  those  who  survived  this  period  tes¬ 
tify,  there  was  much  going  on  behind  the  scenes. 
But  the  fact  remains  that  of  all  the  thousands  of 
Berlin  Jews  caught  during  the  “Great  Action”  of 
March,  1943,  only  those  married  to  a  gentile  or 
having  one  non-Jewish  parent  returned  to  their 
homes. 

One  of  the  survivors  described  life  at  that  time: 
“The  Gestapo  having  more  or  less  accomplished 
the  final  solution  of  the  Jews  of  Berlin  apparent¬ 
ly  intended  to  keep  a  record  of  the  riches  they 
had  inherited.  They  decided  to  keep  the  records 
and  archives,  but  since  they  had  deported  all  the 
clerks  handling  these  matters,  they  picked  a  few 
men  about  to  be  released,  for  sorting  and  packing 
away  the  community  records.  These  individuals 
received  a  special  work  permit  with  a  stamp 
Place  of  work-GESTAPO',  thus  providing  the 
utter  paradox  of  a  Jew  employed  by  the 
Gestapo!” 

Rabbi  Martin  Riesenburger  was  considered  mar-

During 
Passover,  the  Yizkor  Memorial  Service  takes 
place  on  the  eighth  day  of  Passover.

ried  to  a  non-Jew  (the  Nazis  did  not  recognize  her 
conversion!).  It  appears  that  he  now  began  to 
organize  a  pitiful  group  that  lived  in  the  vast 
Wiessensee  Cemetery.  Somehow,  life  went  on  in 
this  park-like  expanse.  The  administration  was 
taken  over  by  former  employees  who  continued 
to  dig  graves,  make  coffins,  and  prepare  bodies 
for  decent  burial.  Even  the  flower  shop  a  the 
entrance  was  re-opened  and  flourished  until  the 
late  autumn  of  1944. 

The  Gestapo  did  not  enter  the  cemetery  either 
before  or  after  the  Great  Action,  and  when  Rosh 
Hashanah  and  Yom  Kippur  occurred,  secret 
prayers  were  held  to  which  Jews  came  under 
great  danger.  When  Sukkot  approached,  a  sukkah 
was  built  by  the  rabbi  and  three  youngster,  hid¬ 
den  behind  thick  hedges  and  lovingly  decorated. 

There  is  much  more  to  be  told  regarding  life  in 
Wiessensee  during  these  years.  But  the  saving  of 
a  wagon-load  of  Torah  scrolls  was  a  remarkable 
incident  worth  recounting. 

The  story  is  told  by  a  witness  in  the  Yad  Vashem 
archives:  “One  day  the  manager  was  notified  that 
a  wagon-load  of  Torah  scrolls  would  be  delivered 
to  the  cemetery.  It  is  not  known  to  me  where  they 
came  from  or  even  how  and  by  whom  they  were 
brought.  All  I  know  is  that  the  scrolls  were 
unloaded  from  a  truck,  and  here  they  were!  Of 
course,  we  could  not  let  them  just  lie  there,  and 
so  we  decided  to  take  them  out  of  the  administra¬ 
tion  building  and  store  them  in  the  middle  of  the 
grounds  in  order  to  lessen  the  danger  of  their  hid¬ 
ing  place  being  bombed.  There  must  have  been 
hundreds  because  I  remember  distinctly  having 
to  pack  them  right  up  to  the  ceiling.  Every  two  or 
three  months  we  resorted  and  checked  them  in 
order  to  avoid  their  becoming  spoiled  by  damp¬ 
ness  or  mould.  Rabbi  Riesenburger  during  the 
sacred  work  used  to  say  that  whoever  of  us  would 
be  able  to  tell  about  this  after  the  war  should  not 
neglect  to  do  so.” 

Indeed,  “Das  Licht  Verloschte  Nicht,”  even  in  the 
valley  of  the  shadow  of  death,  the  light  was  never 
totally  extinguished.

The  high  school  functions  on  both  academic  and 
social  levels.  Its  courses  are  diverse  in  nature:  poet¬ 
ry;  the  image  of  the  American  Jew;  current  events; 
Hebrew  language;  and  Talmud  in  Hebrew  are 
taught.  We  have  committed  students  and  commit¬ 
ted  teachers;  this  makes  a  wonderful  combination. 

We  were  delighted  to  revive  the  high  school's  tra¬ 
dition  of  traveling  together  by  offering  a  trip  to 
Mexico  City  this  spring.  Eight  students  and  two 
teachers  went  there  for  a  week-long  trip.  They 
enjoyed  home  hospitality  with  Jewish  Mexican 
teenagers  and  their  families.  Our  students  bonded 
very  well  with  their  peers,  going  to  services, 
holding  discussions,  and  having  fun  with  these 
new  friends.  We  hope  to  reciprocate  with  our 
own  hospitality  very  soon. 

The  high  standards  of  achievement  in  both  our 
elementary  school  and  high  school  are  possible 
due  to  the  devotion  and  excellence  of  our  teach¬ 
ers  who  work  very  hard  to  improve  the  academic 
levels  and,  at  the  same  time,  to  spread  an  atmos¬ 
phere  of  warmth,  friendship,  liveliness,  and  car¬ 
ing  for  the  students. 

We,  students  and  faculty,  thank  the  clergy  for 
their  nurturing  involvement  in  the  life  of  the 
school.  We  appreciate  the  understanding  and 
advocacy  of  the  School  Board  and  the  generosity 
and  invaluable  support  of  the  Parents' 
Association.
